THE PRESIDENTS TAX PROGRAM. } 
/ “The President’s intervention between 
the. House and the Secretary of the 
Treasury gives the country. more tax 
relief than the House had planned, 
and still more than the country would 
have enjayed according to the~Secre- 
tary’s proposal to pay the country’s 
debts on ‘current account. Mr. MEL- 
Lon’s plan is sound and thorough, but: 
it may be doubted if it is expedient 
politically. Counsels of economic per- 
féction are easier. for those who do 
not Fave to facp worried constituents. 
Yet it appears that .the Secretary's 
shock to Congress’s too easy-going tax 
methods gave the President an oppor- 
tunity to strike the happy mean. 


profits tax is to bé repealed and in- 
come surtaxes are to be reduced retro- 
actively to the beginning of the current 
cajendar year. But it is disappointing 
that the halving. of the transportation 
tax is to be postponed ‘until next New 
Year’s and the repeal of the re- 
mainder until 1923. Meanwhile, the 
railways are embarrassed in. paying 
their bills, though by that means they) 
‘could \reduce unemployment and con- 
tribute to the quickening of trade by 
their consumptive demands. Congress 
deals: with these matters very much 
at its éase, and is considering a vaca- 
tion.

The farnfers 
are Helped by their new harvest, but 
the railways have afl their old 
troubles, afid some new ones, with 
only hope and prospects as an allevia- 
tion. ; 

The increase in the tax on corpora- 
tions will. be popular. It is to be 
midway between Secretary MELLON’s 
proposed: 15 per cent. and the present 
10 per cent. Besides, it is efset by 
the repeal of the. excess profits tax. 
The repeal of the nuisance taxes ‘will 
also be popular. Altogether, the total 
taxes, $3,075,000,000, ‘will be nearly a, 
billion: less than Secretary MELLON 
thought was necessary, and $600,000,- 
000 less than the probable yield. of 
present taxes. The country will wel- 
come this relief, but should make up 
its mind that some of the bills now 
not provided for will be heard from 
again. Giving “the Shipping Board 
and the railways less than’ they ask 
for does not pay their bills. Also, the 
income estimated. from the new tariff 
is uncertain. Economies which con- 
sist. in reduction of . estimates .of 
yield, and income: which consists: of 
estimates of new taxes, are not ex- 
actly like money earned and pocketed. 
The Treasury is not enriched by them. 
Senator Kino throws, an> instructive 
light upon them by offering a bill,that 
the savings reported by the Budget 
Director should be turned into the 
Treasury. ‘‘ I do not helieve that any- 
thing has actually been saved,’’ said 
the Senator.

THE “SIX BRITISH VOTES” AGAIN. 

Some of our statesmen would do 
well to look atthe calendar and dis- 
cover that this.is 1921 and not 1919. 
The. myth of the)‘* six British votes ” 
in the League Assembly was. good 
cnough’as a campaign argument, like 
the theory that the League of Nations 
wak invented for the more efficient 
and-profitable practice’ of’ white slav- 
ery, but theré is no law against recog- 
nizing facts after you have won the. 
election. Yet the old war cry. is 
souhding again at Washington. The 
‘Dominions would like to be invited to 
the Pacific conference, but the Ad- 
ministration will probably leavé them 
out: They must be heard, if at all, 
through the British delegation; or, 
rather, their spokesmen, if any, must 
be included.in the delegation which 
will be led, commanded and domi- 
nated by Mr. Liorp GEORGE. 

The argument that the. conference 
should not be of cumbersome size is 
sound—so sound that speculative per- 
sons might profitably make their bets 
right now that béfore the meeting is 
over a ‘* Big Four,” or something like 
‘tt, will be doing all the work, But if 
there is anybody whom American of- 
ficlals might be expécted to welcome 
to the Pacific conference, it, is the 
delegates of the British Dominions. (A 1 
few weeks ago the Dominion Premiers 
met Mr, Lioyp Groras in~ London. 
One of the chief* topics of discussion 
was the renewal of the Japanese al- 
liance, and it was promptly made 
clear that the Dominion | Premiers 
didn’t, want the Japanese alliance, or, 
at any rate, wanted it only in very 
much expurgated: form. That the 
whole question of the Glliance was put 
off, thus clearing the way for Prest- 
dent Harpino’s proposal of a Pacific 
conference, was due almost entirely 
to the: Dominion Premiers; as was 


sentiment which wag évident during 
the imperial conference. 

' This, recent instance only ‘proves 
what was before apparent to any man 
of sense—that on problems of the 
Pacific the ‘interest’ of the British 
Dominions is virtually identical with 
ouf.own. If we keep them out of the 
conference, we keep out five nations 
who are almost certain to ‘support us 
on every point.

State and Federal, I am convinced that 
a few dozen men like Sefterson, Ham/i- 
ton, Washington, Randolph, Franklin 
and George Mason, “the father of Con- 
stitutions,” could settle the Irish ques- 
tion in one month's deliberations, in the 
same manner that our forefathers made 
the most bitterly contested issues fh | to 
the Constitution “satisfactory. to each 
State and safe abe the United States.’’ 

It never can be don e by ‘parliamentary 
contests for unlimited power to. be. ‘re- 
posed in an “Irish Republic” Congress 
to govern later without her consent. 
And nobody has yet tried to do it by the 
constitutional method which has worked 
for 134 years in America. 

Senator Walsh stressed the point that
